USE FLASHLIGHT TO TEST 
CHRISTMAS TREE BULBS 


If you are doubtful about certain 
lamps in-your Christmas tree string, 
here's an easy way to check for 
those that are burned out, 

Remove the regular lamp from a 
five-cell flashlight. Then screw in 
the lights one at a time, While they 
will not burn brightly with such low 
current, they wil glow if still good.
